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ABSTRACT 

A random 5% sample of those 6,341 day colleye 
students who were enrolled in the fall of 1972-73 but not in the 
spring of 1972-73 were telephoned to gather followup information. Of 
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following infcrmation: (1) most were not currently enrolled in 
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reported that they were in a transfer program; only 6 out of the 91 
had transferred; (5) half worked from 11 to 40 hours weekly while 
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promotion; and (8) most intend to resume college in the future, but

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A random 5% sanple of those 6,341 day college students who were 
enrolled in the Fall of 1972-73 but not in the Spring of 1972-73 were 
telephoned to gather follow-up information.

1. Most were not currently enrolled in college anywhere. 
Those that were, were attending a California State College 
or University. 

2. Seventeen percent discontinued their studies at GUC or OCC 
for reason of conpleting their program as compared with twice 
that proportion of students who did not return to college in 
the Fall, 1972-73 semester; 29 percent for financial and 
employment reasons. 

3. Forty-six percent of the n<m-continuers enrolled for purposes 
of a college degree. 

4. Only 30Z, as compared with 56. 3Z of the previous semester's 
non-contlnuers, reported that they were in a transfer pro- 
gram. Only 6 out of the 91 in the sample had transferred. 

5. Half of the non-contlnuers worked from 11 to 40 hours 
weekly while attending college. 

6. Almost a third were not working; only 11% were working full 
or part-time in a field related to their college major. 

7. Eighty-one percent reported that college had not helped them 
get a Job or a promotion. 

8. riost intend to teeme college in the future, but of those who 
do, and who are not currently trolled, only 41Z plan on 
returning to GWC or OCC.

This report describes results of gathering Information from former 
Coast Community College District students throu^ the use of telephone 
Interviews. Former students to be Interviewed consisted of a random 5Z 
sample of all students who were enrolled as of the fourth week of the 
Fall 1972-73 semester but were not enrolled as of the fourth week 
of the Spring 1972-73 semester. Students to be interviewed included only 
those who were full-tiiae students for at least one semester while attending 
either Orange Coast College or Golden West College. Fart-time students* 
that is those enrolled in less than 12 units » who had never enrolled in 12 
or more units at either of the colleges were not included. Those who once 
were full-time students but who subsequently enrolled in a part-time basis 
were Included. 

Data processing procedures and interviewing techniques are described 
in a report entitled "Former Student Interview Procedures" which is avail- 
able from the Office of Institutional Research of the Coast Comounity 
College District. 



Student Characteristics 

Table I shows descriptive statistics for all qualifying students 
enrolled In the fourth week of the Fall 1972-73 semester for the District 
(page 1), for Golden West College (page 2), and for Orange Coast College 
(page 3). Table I also shows descriptive statistics for the same students 
who were enrolled in the Fall 1972*73 semester In terms of whether or 
not they continued attending college in the following Spring semester. For 
the District, 16,275 students were enrolled as of the fourth week of the 
Fall semester. In the following Spring, 6,341 or 39.02 of that group 
were again enrolled. 

Sang)ling Non-Continuing Students 

Table I also shows the nature of the 5% random saaple taken for all 
non-continuing itudents. For the District, 6,341 tidents from the initial 
enrollment of 16,275 in the Fall semester 1972*73 were not enrolled as of 
the fourth week of the following Spring semester. A sao^le of studencs 
was picked at random from this group of non-continuers. The breakdown of 
the sample is shown in Table I in terms of age, sex, enrollment plans, and 
high school graduate status. Except for a slight over- representation of 
females over males, the sample is fairly representative in terms of nuflobers 
of non-continuers in each of the four categories. 

The total sample consisted of 31^ former students, 121 of whom had 
been enrolled at Golden West and 195 at Orange Coast. Each waF telephoned 
from one to three times in an effort to make contacts Of the 316 students 
in the sample, 91 telephone contacts were actually n^ide, a contact rate of 
28. 8Z. Forty-three contacts were made for Golden Weat College and 48 for 



Orange Coast College. Failure to make telephone contact was the result 
of (a) Incorrect telephone numbers » (b) telephone nunbers no longer in 
service » ejid (c) students no longer available at that number and for whom 
new numbers were unknown. 

Interview Results 

Table II shows a tabulation of responses received from those students 
who were contacted. In general » what is true of the response tabulations 
for the District is also true for each of the two colleges. Seventy-nine 
percent of the former students were not currently enrolled in college when 
they were contacted by telephone. Those that were» were enrolled at a 
California State University or College. A few indicated that they were 
enrolled at either Orange Coast College or Golden West College which means 
that they either transferred from one college to the other or they were 
enrolled in a special activity such as the MDTA program and thus did not 
get Included in the data for the fourth week enrollment figures for the 
Fall of 1972-73. There were the same amount of full-timers as prirt-timers. 

Reasons given for discontinuing college Included that students had 
accomplished their goals or had completed their programs. About 17Z indi- 
cated that this was the case as compared with 33Z of the group of non- 
contlnuers contacted during the previous Fall semester. More frequently » 
however^ students reported college to Interfere with their work or that 
they had other financial reasons to leave* 

Utistn asked for their reason for enrolling in college to begin with» 
46. 2Z gave answers suggesting a desire for a college degree. EnJoyir«nit 
of learning and better Job preparation were given by 24. 2Z and 20. 9Z 



respectively. Very few nanied a specific short-tenn goal they were 
trying to accomplish while attending college. Thirty percent of the 
students for the District indicated that they saw themselves as transfer 
students. Most students had not transferred to another college and those 
who had were enrolled at a California State University or College. 

Most students worked while attending Orange Coast or Golden ttest 
Colleges. Only 35. 2Z indicated that they did not work at all. Those who 
worked typically did so between 11 and 3C hours per week, although some 
indicated work weeks of more than 40 hours. 

About 34Z of the students contacted reported that they were not 
working at all now that they had left college. One*sixth of those working, 
were working in an area related to their college major. 

Uhen asked if college helped the fonser student to get a Job or a 
promotion at the time we called, 81.3% indicated that this was not the case. 
This was reported differently by the previous semester's group: 59. 4Z 
indicated that college had not helped them get a Job or promotion. 

Ifost respondents declined to estimate their current annual family 
income for us. When they did, they typically reported incomes more than 
$6,000. 

Uhen asked if the former student intended to resume his college 
education in the future, a large portion indicated that it was currently 
attending, and another substantial proportion indicated that it intended 
to return in the following semester. 

When concluding the telephone Interview, respondents were asked if 
they would be willing to correspond by mail with the District once or 



twice per year thereafter. Many agreed to do this and piomlsed to retuni 
short qtiestlonnalres nailed to them for the purpose of longitudinal follow- 
up of former students. As described In the paper "Former Student Interview 
Procedures," this will provide an opportunity for long-term analysis of 
the effect that the Coast colleges^ program may have on its students* 

Table III shows those college major areas that were named by students 
when asked what their major field was. Table IV shows a listing of those 
things mentioned by students when asked to name their most useful college 
experience. A large number of students could not answer. Those who did 
most often mentioned a specific class rather than a broad program, activity, 
or specific student goal. 

When asked to name their least useful college experience, a greater 
nunber of former students could provide no answer than was true for the 
question asking for the most useful experience. Typically, however, those 
things that are mentioned point to class-related activities. 

In Table VI the responses to the question "How Can He Hake Our College 
Program Better?" are shown. Once again most former students could not 
suggest anything. Those things that were naaed again tended to point to 
classroom activities.
